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THE RUPEE IN INDIA. 

Ju the coureo of a papor on the above 
subjoct, 3 correspondent of the Pioneer 
writes ‘One of the tasks tho East India 
Company had to perform was the introduc- 
tion of » uniform rupee, tho coin which 
had thon become the medium of exchange 
in all Indian commerco. After much va- 
gillation the weight of the rupee was fixed 
at 180 grains, one-twelfth of which, or 16 
graina, were to be of alloy, and 165 grains 
of silver. Many nativo mints wero closed. 
Biome States were allowod to retain the 
privilege of coming and perpetuating con- 
fusion in tho commoroe of the Empire. 
The raped, however, of tha Company b:- 
camo the standard whereby all other rupe:s 
were measured, Everything wos purchas- 
ed by it, according to the rates of the day. 
Tf cotton goods wore plentiful in the 
market they were cheap ; if wheat or gram 
were scarce the rupee purchaded but 8 few 
seors of either. The poople of India have 
always been fond of honrdiog, Thoy mado 
jewelry for the doublo purpose of display 
‘aud hoarding. ‘The price of silver for 
jewelry was of course its weight in rupees, 
only the rapevs must be tho unailoyed coins 
‘of the Empiro or of some well recognised 
State ; gold, however, has been fluctuating 
in value for years, There bas been a great 
demand for it in India, and to India it has 
constantly been coming, and whatever 
amount has coms has never returned, The 
mohurs struck by the Company were, some 
25 years ago, worth sixteen rupees. The 
fee of a gold-mohur is to this day only six- 
teen rupoes,. but if the doctor or lawyer 
yore to be pid the Mohur he would 
get a coin for which the giver 
would have to pay 2b rupees in tho 
bazaars, Tho fluctuating value of gold, of 
coureo, altered the valuc of the faw mohurs 
found in the hands of the money-changer. 
For centuries tat mohur haa fluctuated in 
value juet in the same manner as gold has 
fluctuated in value 2s a market commodity, 
To fact gold is to the inhabitam of India of 
to-duy only an article of commerce. It is 
nota medium of exchenge ora standard of 
value in India. Tn Euy'and it is both o 
standard of vulne and a medium of ox- 
change. 

Pho tuak now before the Goverainents of 
India and England is this—tho amalgama- 
tion or reconciliation of the tro ideas. 
ere in India we have two hundred avd 
odd millions of people shu regard the rupeo 
ag tho standard whereby gold and vvery 
other article cf commerce is purchased and 
valued. Ln Bowland everything is valued 
and purchased in and by guld. ‘There gold 
circulates, with silver tokens as change for 
the s vereizgn. Here eilver circulates, and 
ag gold increases io value the people wil- 
lngly purchase the mobur or the sovereign 
for twenty or sixteen rupea, OF whatever 
may be its varying value, Hence ten florins 
will buy in Advn or Bombay fifteen or six- 
toon rupees, coin of nearly similar weight, 
Just now things are in confneion, The end 
cannot be-seen as yet. If, howover, India 
is left to itsalf the laws which rezulate sup- 
ply ond demand will assert themselves, 
Just now the price of the gold-mobur has 
gone down owing to’ tho decision of the 
Governmont of India. Owners of gold ara 
lamenting that every soverviga they havo 
purchased is now a ropeo Igss in value, 
Speculatora aro ready to purchase at the 
present low price. They all bar silver 
down at 33 or 34 They know there- 
fore that the real market value of the 
sovereign must: be considerably over 
sixteen rupees. They know that arbitrary 
action cannot alter the value of articles of 
commerce for which the demand varies aud 
of which tho supply is vet constant, 
Stamped silver and uustamped silver in 
Tadign bazaars are tregorded aa practically 
of the sumo valuo with respect to gold. Lt 


will take yeara of education to eradicato 
the idea from the mind of the commercial 
world of India, and to instil the idea that 
gold is the standard wheraby the rupee 
mouat be valued and purchased. A beginn- 
ing has been made. Tho first blow of the 
jonecr’s pickaxo has been struck at the 
Case of the pédestal on which the rupeo 
dea has wtoad gnd domjpated . over the 
commerce of an Empire. Jt in only, how- 
ever, n first blow. Ils sive has caused 
cmfusion all uver the world, We wait 
‘with anxicty to see the effects of another 
blow, and what the result will be when the 
rapoa is no longer dominant in India we 
really cannot toll, We have scen in this 
short sketch that dynasties have succeeded 
dynasties in India, and tho poople of Iadia 
hate agreed to tho changes—changes, 
which of late, have been better for them. 
To-day it is .not-a ctiange of dynasty wo 
desire to tuke place ; itis a change such as 
neither India nor any other country has 
cdntomplated--a. change in their com~ 
mercial jdeas. “Tt : comes to this: If 
gold. is. to be shad plentifuity it 
will be ch if it- is soarce, it will: 
be dear, This is tha ald jdea, 
now one iathis; Quld, whethor plentiful.or 
scarce, myst he bonght and sold at so many 
rupees a tola We da not see how thie 
idea oan be. taught or how it will be 
‘learned.

Tho Daily News Bangkok cor- 
respondent soys thas Bogland has refused 
to recognise the French blockade. 

London, July 3lat.—The French press is 
exultant over the Siamese surrender, which, 
it saya, is atciamph of French diplomacy, 
and a serious blow to British influence in 
the East. 

London, August 2.—In the House of 
Lords Isst night Lord Rosebery, roplyin; 
ta a question, said that Siam had seoopted 
tho fret ultimatam presanted by the 
French, and also a second one declaring 
that no Siamese would be allowed within 
twenty-five kilometres of the Mekong 
River,. and that no Siamese warships 
would be allowed on the Tinlesp Lake, 
His Lordship said the French would occupy 
the port and river af Chanteboon until the 
left bank of the Mekong was ovacuated. 

London, August 2%—In the House of 
Conamons Sir E, Grey, replying ta a quea- 
tion, anid the cosston of the left bauk of 
the Mekong also included o portion of 
Lowang Prabung, lying on the right bank 
af the River. France and England were 
now parleying regatdiog the limits of the 

roposed neutral zone on the Upper Me- 
kong.

The protection of British 
interesta, he said, was inudequate, and the 
French occupation of certain islands in the 
Gulfof Siam vitally sifeoted India, avd that 
tha vassalage of Siam to France would affoct 
Burmah. i: 

Viscount Curzon said the replies of the 
Governmént regarding the Siamese ques: 
tlari had beea too reserved, The action 
‘taken by France, -he said; violated - the 
pledges given in respect to the indepeu- 
deuce of Siam, and he hoped England 
would obtain an assuranoe that vo further 
engrcachyente wore intended. 

Sir E. Grey deplored the remerke made 
by Sir Richard Temple and Viscount 
Curain at the Essent delicate juncture, 
and said that the papers op the subject, 
when placed before the House, would 
justify Government in its action. The 
creation of a boffer state, he aaid, was 
agreed to in principle, and British intereste 
would. be perfectly protected, 


Mr Balfour snid ha feared the provisions
